Red Cross Opens
Campaign fo Aid
Typhoon Victims

A one-week blanket collec-
tion campaign for victims of
last month’s tragic typhoons in
Japan was launched Tuesday
by the Red Cross,

The county-wide campaign
follows a $50,000 gift by the
American National Red Cross
immediately after Typhoon
Vera struck just a few weeks
ago, according to J. Earle Jar-
dine, Jr., Los Angeles Chapter
chairman,

“Hundreds of thousands of
men, women and children were
left without food, shelter and
clothing by the worst storm in
Japan’s history,” said Jardine.
“With the cold weather ap-
proaching, countless Japanese
face the prospect of illness and
death because they lack the
means to keep warm.”

The chairman said the Red
Cross is seeking new or used
clean blankets, of any size or
color. He cautioned that they
must be whole blankets, with-
out rips or holes or ragged
edges, and that substitute cov-
erings such as quilts and com-
forters cannot be accepted.
Jardine said that in the
southern Los Angeles County
area blankets may be deliver-
ed to the San Pedro Red Cross
headquarters, 390 W. 7th St.
